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REMARKS 

The following Remarks are made in response to the Ex Parte Quayle Action mailed 
December 29, 2005, in which claims 1-17 were allowed and claims 18-20 were rejected. 

With this Amendment, claim 18 has been amended as suggested by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-20 remain pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration 
and allowance. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 6 101 

Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. More specifically, the Examiner considered the preamble of independent 
claim 18 as being nonstatutory functional descriptive material and suggested that the 
preamble be amended to read "a computer program product containing computer readable 
medium encoded with program instructions for compute cycle brokering." Accordingly, 
Applicant has amended the preamble as suggested by the Examiner. 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of claims 18- 
20 under 35 U.S.C. 101 be reconsidered and withdrawn and that claims 18-20 be allowed. 

Allowable Sub ject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. Applicant appreciates the indicated allowance of these 

claims.
